. be hrough Prayer

‘in prison: but prayer was made with- 
out ‘ceasing of the church unto God 
‘fot him.” lei 

Our English -word for “prayer” 
comes from the’ Latin “precaria,” an 
adjective meaning “obtained by beg- 
‘ping or entreaty.” Prayer is life’s 
‘greatest blessing when one under- 
stands what it really is and begins to 
pray for himself. Prayer is the great- 
est art in the world. It is not mere 
repetition, but it is simply stating our 
cause to-God with faith, believing that 
He hears and will answer. Prayer is a 
golden key kept bright by constant 
use, and it unlocks the storehouse of 
God. How wonderful it is to have this 
‘medium of prayer, that communion 
«with God, the pouring out of our souls 
to Him! When we cease to pray as we 
should we lose our victory. Prayer is a 
mighty force, and the devil knows it, 
so he tries to hinder our prayer life 
so we will be defeated in our stand for 
God. 

A deep spiritual experience does not 
come by accident. It is the result of 
the most earnest and prayerful effort. 
Henry Ward Beecher once said, 
“Prayer, as the first, second, and 
third element of Christian life, should 
open, prolong, and conclude each day. 
The first-act of the.soul in the morn- 
‘ing should be a draught at the heav- 
enly fountain. It will sweeten the 
the taste for the day. A few moments 
with God at that calm and tranquil 
season is of more value than much 
fine gold; and if you tarry long so 
sweetly at the throne, you will come 
out of the closet as the high priest of 
Israel came from the awful ministry 
at the altar of incense, suffused all 
over with the heavenly fragrance of 
that communion.” 

‘In our scripture lesson the church 
was undergoing severe persecution 
“under the hand of Herod. James the 
brother of John was killed with the 
sword. Herod thought he had done 
a fine stroke of business when he dis- 
covered that the killing of James had 
pleased the Jews as well as himself, 
so he proceeded to gain further honor 
by’ apprehending Peter, also. But 
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prayer was made without ceasing of 
the church unto God for him. How 
wonderful to see such concern for 
God’s servant. 

God will always hear a praying 
church and give victory despite the 
forces of Satan. Times of public dis- 
tress and danger should be praying 
times with the church. We must pray 
always, but then especially. Herod 
had underestimated the power back 
of these Christians’ united prayers. 
God always answers in time. On the 
night before Peter was to be brought 
forth, God sent an angel to deliver 
him. Peter was calmly resting, asleep 
between two soldiers. The angel smote 
Peter on the side to wake him, and 
said, “Arise up quickly.” And his 
chains fell off his hands. The 
angel said unto him, “Gird thyself 
and bind thy sandals; cast thy gar- 
ment about thee and follow me,” and 
Peter obeyed. Peter could hardly be- 
lieve his experience was real, but when 
the angel left him, he said, “Now I 
know of a surety that the Lord hath 
sent his angel and hath delivered me 
out of the hand of Herod and from all 
expectation of the Jews.” Then he 
went straight to Mary’s house, where 
the church was praying. At first the 
people could not believe Peter had 
arrived, that their prayers were an- 
swered, but Peter declared unto them 
how God had delivered him. 

Let it never be forgotten that even 
one Spirit-filled prayer warrior, be it 
pastor of layman, may radiate quick- 
ening power all through a church. 
Toward the close of the nineteenth 
century, D. L. Moody made a trip 
across the Atlantic Ocean to the 
British Isles. While waiting for his 
new tabernacle to be completed, he 
thought he might take time to learn 
something from the great preachers 
of Britain. At one meeting he felt 
led to give a short talk, and afterward 
the minister asked him to preach in 
his church the next Sunday morning 
and evening. He agreed and found a 
church full of people, but cold as ice, 
spiritually. In the evening it was the 
same, a church full of people but such 
a hard atmosphere in which to preach. 


Suddenly, halfway through his s 
mon, the meeting changed, and 
breath from heaven came down. After 
the message people flocked to the 
inquiry room. It was filled to the 
bursting point, all of which amazed 
the pastor of the church. Mr. Moody 
stayed and held more meetings. Hun- 
dreds were added to that congrega- 
tion within a week or so. Now Mr. 
Moody knew there was a reason for 
this tide of revival, and he succeeded 
in unearthing the reason. A bed- 
ridden invalid had read about D. L. 
Moody and his work in the United 
States, and God had put it on her heart 
to pray this man would hold meet- 
ings in her church in England. Some 
would think it foolish to pray such a 
prayer with the man so far away, yet 
this invalid prayed faithfully into the 
second year, and God answere 
prayers. hd 
A man once asked Rev. F. B. Meye 
to tell him the secret of his spiritual 
power. Rev. Meyer said he had not al- 
ways had great spiritual prayer. He 
said he had preached and there were 
no results. Then he said there came 
a time when his soul was filled with 
unquenchable thirst. The words of 
the Psalmist, “with thee is the foun- 
tain of life,” came to him with a new 
meaning. Now he resolved to pitch his 
tent close to that fountain where he 
might drink and drink again. As he 
did so, his whole ministry gained 
fresh power. Souls were saved, and 
the deepening of the spiritual life of 
his church was so changed that all 
London knew of it. 

There are conditions of power in 
prayer. Our prayers must be prayed 
according to the will of God. “And 
this is the confidence that we have in 
him, that if we ask anything accor 
ing to his will he heareth us,” 1 so 
5:14. The supreme source of all power 
belongs to God. Christ Himself in the 
garden prayed, “Not my will but 
thine be done.” Our prayers should be 
prayed in the name of Jesus. John 
14:13, “And whatsoever ye shall ask 
in my name that will I do, that the 
Father may be glorified in the Son.% 

Our prayers should be prayed in t 
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Spirit. Rom. 8:26, 27, “Likewise the 
Spirit also helpeth our infirmities: for 
we know not what we should pray for 
as we ought: but the Spirit itself mak- 
eth intercession for us with groanings 
which cannot be uttered. And he that 
searcheth the hearts knoweth what is 
the mind of the: Spirit, because he 
maketh intercession for the saints 
according to the will of God.” I heard 

preacher say once that he prayed 

elve hours to get to pray fifteen 
minutes in the Spirit. No mere mouth 
full of words will suffice, but it is the 
earnest, fervent prayer that will gain 
results. 

When we pray we must also have 
faith in’ our hearts. Without faith it 
is impossible to please God. James 1:6, 
“But let him ask in faith, nothing 
wavering: for he that wavereth is 
like a wave of the sea driven with the 
wind and tossed.” We are prone to 
doubt many times, if things seem to 
go wrong. A woman once visited a 
carpet factory. She looked at a car- 
pet being made, and _ exclaimed, 
“There is no beauty there!” The fac- 
tory man informed her it was one of 
the most beautiful carpets they had. 
She protested:“Why, here is a piece 

ut and everything is in disorder.” But 

replied, “Do you know why? You 
are looking at the wrong side.” What 
looks like a tangle in our lives some- 
times is part of a master plan of 
beautiful design from God’s viewpoint. 

There are many things that will 
hinder a person from getting results 
from his prayers. We must not pray 
selfish prayers. James 4:3, “Ye ask, 
and receive not, because ye ask amiss, 
that ye may consume it upon your 
lusts.” Some people are so occupied 
with “give me, Lord,” or “do this for 
me,” until they have no time to think 
of the other fellow. I have found, from 
experience, that when I -pray for 
someone else, I get a blessing myself. 
Secret faults in a person’s heart will 
hinder his prayer life. David said, “If 
I regard iniquity in my heart, the 
Lord will not hear me.” Let us beware 
lest the little no-harm things in our 
lives become sin and then become a

till God’s standard for His people. An 
unforgiving spirit will hinder our 
prayer life. Jesus said, “If ye forgive 
not men their trespasses, neither will 
your Father forgive you your tres- 
passes.” Man is prone to harbor a 
grudge against his fellow man, yet a 
Christlike spirit is one of forgiveness. 
ll men are human; therefore, all 
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should practice a forgiving spirit. 


Jer. 33:3, “Call unto me, and I will 
show thee great and mighty things 
which thou knowest not.” This is an 
encouragement to pray, though you 
have prayed, and to expect great 
things from God. Let His past good- 
ness and His future promise encourage 
us to be instant in prayer. God’s 
praying people get to know more of 
the mind of God than others. We read 
that John, by weeping, got the book 
opened. Then Daniel, by prayer, had 
the king’s secret revealed to him in a 
night vision. One writer said, “Re- 
member, God respecteth not the 
arithmetic of our prayers, how many 
they are; nor the rhetoric of our 
prayers, how long they are; nor the 
music of our prayers, how methodical 
they are; but the divinity of prayers, 
how heart-sprung they are; not gifts, 
but graces prevail in prayer.” 

David said, in 2 Sam. 7:27, “There- 
fore hath thy servant found in his 
heart to pray this prayer unto thee.” 
This is where every prayer should 
spring from. The heart is the very 
center of life. This prayer was found 
in David’s heart, not in a book of 
some kind. Someone else may record 
a prayer, but that won’t suffice for 
us. Each individual must pray. How 
delightful to pray when the heart 
casts forth supplications like wafer 
gushing from an artesian well! How 
mighty in supplication when the 
whole soul becomes one living, hun- 
gering, expecting desire! In order to 
find prayer in one’s heart, it must be 
a heart right with God. Our hearts 
need to be filled with the Spirit of 
God so He can feel at home. Our 
prayers must be affectionate, intel- 
ligent, and energetic. An old Ameri- 
can preacher once said, “Can we ex- 
pect that our sins can be washed by a 
lazy prayer?” God save us from lazy 
prayers. 

When Jacob was returning home 
from Haran, he was praying to God 
at the ford Jabbok. Jacob had 
schemed and plotted at first, but now 
he prayed. He confessed his unworth- 
iness and humbled himself before 
God. That night a man wrestled with 
Jacob until the breaking of day. The 
man said, “Let me go, for the day 
breaketh,” but Jacob said, “I will not 
let thee go except thou bless me.” Fi- 
nally, Jacob got his request. If we 
would wrestle more in prayer, we 
would realize greater results. Jacob 
realized a great need, and he held on 
until he had assurance the need would 


be met. Prevailing prayer springs 
from a consciousness of need. James 
5:16, Weymouth’s translation, “The 
heartfelt supplication of a righteous 
man exerts a mighty influence.” Ja- 
cob was a lone man, yet in private 
prayer he was so potent he overcame 
omnipotent God! The fruit of Jacob’s 
prayer was a lifelong limp. It has 
been said that the limp of Jacob was, 
indeed, a lifelong disability, but it was 
also a potent of his nobility. His sinew 
was shriveled, but he had a new name. 
The man said to Jacob, “Thy name 
shall be called no more Jacob but 
Israel, for as a prince hast thou power 
with God and with man and hast 
prevailed.” It is better to come out 
from the place of prayer limping, 
with the answer in our hand, than 
never to have gone there. Jacob said 
he had seen God face to face. No one 
can remain the same after seeing God. 
So Jacob assumed his new name, and, 
indeed, his name has gone down in 
history as a servant of God. 


One of the greatest of God’s serv- 
ants was Savonarola, who was born 
in Italy. He gave his heart to God 
while he was still young. As he grew 
older he gave much time to prayer, 
spending hours in fasting and waiting 
upon God. He would kneel in church 
hours on end, praying. After a time 
God arranged it so he could preach. 
At first no one paid much attention 
to the unknown preacher, but sud- 
denly people flocked to him. People 
rose in the middle of the night to get 
to the cathedral where he was to 
preach next day. Savonarola prayed 
through and won a city for God. 


In England, George Fox rose like a 
burning fire to bring back life and 
light. The movement called the 
Friends, or Quakers, resulted from his 
ministry. Fox was appalled by the 
sin of his day. He separated himself 
from the world to be alone with God. 
He wrestled with God in prayer and 
held on till the answer came. 

The devil today is going about like 
a roaring lion. Although he is a de- 
feated enemy, he comes again and 
again to attack the Christian. The 
conflict with Satan must be fought 
with spiritual weapons. He must be 
defeated, and he can be. defeated, 
by wrestling in prayer. Let us each 
one become a mighty prayer warrior 
for God. All can enter this ministry 
of prayer and win great victories. A 
praying Christian is a terror tothe 
powers of darkness. Will you become a 
prayer warrior for God?

LEE COLLEGE MISSIONS CLUB 


Having been associated with the 
Missions Club at Lee Colle ~ for quite 
some time, I have found that the 
members of this club make.a deep im- 
pression upon the members of the 
churches which they visit. Practically 
every week end, two or three carloads 
of these students drive to churches to 
proclaim the message on their hearts, 
“the need to evangelize the world.” 
Not only do they preach missions, but 
they intend to go themselves. They 
represent many countries and lang- 
uages, are of different nationalities, 
but have a common plan of carrying 
the gospel to the dark areas of the 
world. Their reason for holding “mis- 
sion services” in the churches is not 
to practice preaching but to awaken 
the people to the great need of carry- 
ing the gospel. These students, many 
of whom are children of missionaries, 
will know how to deliver God’s Word 
and are unafraid to do so 

Members of the chemehee that have 
been visited now see things in a dif- 
ferent light than they used to. They 
know how the gospel is carried and 
the great sacrifice missionaries are 
making to bring the lost to Christ. 
They have heard this year how the 
situation is in Palestine, South Africa, 
Latin America, Hawaii, ‘the Caribbean, 
and other places because students who 
have been there give them first-hand 
information about these particular 
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fields. Many people did not realize 
the tremendous task to be done, did 
not know the Church of God even had 
missionaries in these places; now they 
are well informed. 

Mrs. Avis Swiger, Bible teacher, is 
the able director. She has worked con- 
stantly for years to develop a great 
mission spirit among the students, as 
well as the Church. Just about every 
week, more often at times, she gathers 
her brood together and heads out for 
a mission campaign. The trips are not 
always short. They have traveled into 
other states several times, and have 
had to sleep and eat on the road, and 
when possible. Books are usually 
carried along in case of an examina- 
tion next Monday morning. 

Many people, not acquainted with 
foreign customs, question some of the 
students about living conditions and 
their personal lives. One lady was 
amazed when she found out one of 
the Spanish girls knew how to read, 
others expect cannibals or heathen 
when they hear the “club is coming 
to our church.” It is quite expected 
of Maxie Saayman to tell the people 
first that there are civilized people in 
South Africa, that she is used to mod- 
ern life as we are. Although David 
Suleiman is from Palestine, he is not 
a shepherd and probably has no plans 
to be one. The students are good 
humored and do not mind telling 
about their countries. Most of them 


speak English fluently and have a 
good message when Sister Swiger 
calls for them to speak. 

The services are not dramatic or 
formal. Costumes are worn to show 
the type of dress in each one’s 
country. Songs are sung in Arabic, 
Spanish, African, Chinese, and, of 
course, English. Sister Swiger does not 
map out a specific program but di- 
rects each meeting to fit the need of 
the hour. Very well acquainted with 
the foreign fields after a tour las 
year, Sister Swiger usually can’t hol 
back her testimony. She has the bur 
den so heavy upon her heart that 
she weeps as she relates of the des- 
perate need of missionaries. I do not 
know of anyone who really realizes 
the great need of mission work as 
much as Sister Swiger. This same 
spirit is being burned into the hearts 
of her club members and in many of 
those who listen to her burning mes- 
sages. If a survey were made of mis- 
sionaries on the foreign fields now, 
a great many would admit that Sis- 
ter Swiger was the person who taught 
them the necessity of evangelizing the 
world for Christ. Her students are all 
over the world now, and I could name 
many of them. Four are in Guate- 
mala, three in Haiti, two in Domini- 
can Republic, two in the Virgin 
Islands, two in Honduras, three in 
Germany, and a host preparing to go. 
These are only the ones we know of; 
there are probably others. Personally, 
I admire the way Sister Swiger car- 
ries on these meetings, and, no doubt, 
the intention of her heart is bein 
carried out as others are seein 
mission vision and doing somethi 
about it. She has become disappointed 
at times because of the lack of vi- 
sion among church members, but as 
God works and deals with Christians 
the blinded eyes are opened. The 
fruits of her labor are now seen after 
many, many years of toil and prayer. 

It would not surprise me if the 
core of revivalism in Lee College does 
not come from the Missions Club, in 
that the sole purpose and desire of 
the club is to reach the lost for Christ, 
and surely that is the true manner of 
service. Those who sit in darkness over 
the world need the ministry of our 
students here at Lee. My prayer is 
that God will fill our hearts with a 
burden for the lost. Also, I wish YOUR 
CHURCH could hear these students 
give their message. It would stir you 
as it has others. As the program goes 
on, greater will be the impact of mis- 
sions, because this is God’s way of 
opening spiritually blinded eyes.

WORLD EVANGELICALS UNITE 

The recent international convention of evangelicals held 
in Woudschoten, Holland, resulted in the launching of 
the World Evangelical Fellowship, to be composed of 
autonomous national units in countries throughout the 
world. 

It is expected that most of the thirty-five national or- 
ganizations already existing will meet within the next 
six months to vote ratification of the constitution, by- 
laws, and objectives formulated in Holland. These will 
compose the charter members of World Evangelical Fel- 
lowship. 

The next international meeting will be held July 7-10, 
1953, in Switzerland, at a place to be chosen by the Com- 
mittee. 


CHIANG INVITES BIBLES 

The Pocket Testament League has been invited by 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek, of the Chinese Nation- 
alists in Formosa, to distribute Gospels and Testaments 
to members of the armed forces and the civilian popula- 
tion in Formosa. Formosa is said to be as fertile for the 
gospel as Japan, though smaller in numbers. Christianity 
is already strong among the Island’s 12 million people. 


HOOVER ON CRIME 
More than one alert churchman read into the latest 
resume of crime’s astounding growth, particularly among 
young people, by FBI Chief, J. Edgar Hoover, a tacit ad- 
mission that his long policy of striving to make all crimes 
“federal offences” has failed. His testimony before Senate 
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Appropriations Committee pointed to the alarming growth 
of crime in the past 20 years—the very period in which 
the greatest number of laws making crime a federal 
offence were placed on the statute books. 

Mr. Hoover also stated: “Crime is on the march in 
America. Day after day, year after year, the appalling 
tide of criminality continues to rise. Crime in 1950 sur- 
passed even the shocking record of 1949, with a serious 
offense occurring on the average of every 18 seconds. 
And young America still makes its alarming contribution 
to the sum.” 

RELIGION HELPS THE MIND 

A religious experience is one of the FEW THINGS that 
might help a mentally ill person, but the most effective 
role of religion is a preventative one in relation to mental 
illness. This was the answer of Dr. George E. Reed, prom- 
inent Montreal psychologist and medical superintendent 
of the Verdrum Protestant Hospital for the Mentally Ill, 
in Montreal. He added, “Clergymen could help prevent 
mental breakdowns by helping people toward spiritual 
faith that will give the only security that exists—moral 
security.” 

TIBETAN “BIBLE” 

The Kahgyur, or Tibetan Bible, consists of 108 volumes 
of 1,000 pages each, containing 1,083 separate books. Each 
of the volumes weighs ten pounds and forms a package 
twenty-six inches long, eight inches broad and eight 
inches deep. This Bible requires a dozen yaks for its trans- 
port, and the carved wooden blocks from which it is 
printed need rows of houses, like a city, for their storage. 
A tribe of Mongols paid 7,000 oxen for a copy of this 
Bible. In addition to the Bible, there are 225 volumes 
of commentaries, which are necessary for its understand- 
ing. There is also a large collection of revelations which 
supplement the Bible. 
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PIONEERING DAYS 





Rev. Mrs. Flora Elizabeth Goiden Ball 


Sister Ball says, “I was born in 1888, 
at Ackerman, Miss. My parents were 
better off financially than I have ever 
been, so my father employed a gov- 
erness to teach me at home until I 
was eight zoooe old, after which I 
entered public schools. My father’s 
plantation was located between Ack- 
erman and Europa, Miss., so I attend- 
ed school at a place called Crossroad, 
and high school at Drew, Miss. I was 
married to H. P. Graham at Drew, 
Miss. I have five children, Charles F. 
Graham, of Cleveland, Tenn., a mem- 
ber of the Church of God; Dalli Leon 
Fath, of the Kirkwood Methodist 
Church; and Lillian Schroeder, of Los 
Angeles, Calif. I lost my husband after 
eight years of marriage. I married 
Oscar Eugene Golden in 1924, and 
there were two children born to this 
union, Flora Golden Hess, of Atlanta, 
Ga., and James Thomas Golden, a 
member of the Church of God, who 
now feels called to the ministry. 

“I was sanctified and filled with the 
Holy Ghost July 29, 1918. I had been a 
member of the Baptist Church since 
I was thirteen years of age. I always 
had the desire to live right, as I was 
reared by very strict parents.” Sister 
Ball worked with a holiness move- 
ment before learning about’ the 
Church of God, joining the Church in 
1918. She was baptized by Brother T. S. 
Payne, July 30, 1918. In 1920, she was 
licensed as minister 645. She says, 
“And the next few years really stand 
out in my memory. My brother, Riley 
Martin, and I evangelized the State 
of Arkansas. He and [ went into every 
home that was opened to us, and 
preached the gospel. We started Sun- 
day Schools and regular services at 
Tyronza and Marked Tree. There were 
no roads in that part of Arkansas, 
just paths through the weeds and 
fields. We would wear boots and some- 
times the water would run over the 
tops of them, but God blessed and 
saved many souls. Later we established 
a church at Tyronza, which was even- 
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ay moved to Marked Tree. 

“The time came that I was assigned 
to pastor a church at Cagle Cross- 
roads, near Dublin, Miss. Several peo- 
ple received the Holy Ghost in and 
around that country while I was 
there. I also pastored the church at 
Moorhead, during which time a union 
church, called Roundaway, was added. 
We held services anywhere we could, 
including the State Farm, and several 
souls were saved there. One time we 
were called to pray for a man at Moor- 
head who was drawn with rheuma- 
tism. He had a family, and there was 
no one else to provide for them. We 
went to God in earnest prayer for him. 
I met him several years later on the 
church lawn at Cleveland, Tenn. He 
had been restored to complete health, 
and he said he owed his life to God. 

“Back in those days we had persecu- 
tions along with blessings. The enemy 
had people throw stones and eggs at 
us, and one time a man sat on guard 
all night to keep the hoodlums from 
killing us. But we counted it all joy, 
for we knew it was all for Christ’s 
sake. We had some of the trials St. 
Paul spoke of in 2 Cor. 11:26, 27. Then 
that awful year of the Church divi- 
sion came that hurt so many of God’s 
children. It took me some time to get 
straightened out again. I went home 
and put in a little business, with the 
help of my friends, and put my chil- 
dren in school. In 1924, I preached 
some in a Church of God mission in 
Memphis, Tenn. During this time, my 
husband was saved, and we moved to 
Greenville, Miss., and started a mis- 
sion, which we financed. When we 
thought the work was strong enough, 
we called Rev. Grant Williams, and 
he held a revival and set a church in 
order. We then moved back to Mem- 
phis, Tenn., holding meetings there 
and in Arkansas. It was said that as 
many as 1,500 people attended serv- 
ices in some of our meetings, and 
many were saved. Shortly after this 
I lost my eldest brother and mother, 
both praising God to the end. It’s a 
terrible thing to be persecuted by your 
family, yet a wonderful thing to have 
them accept your wonderful Saviour, 
join the church, and die happy. Then, 
Mr. Golden passed away at Christmas, 
in 1935. He had no fear of the dark 
river that had to be crossed, for he 
had victory in his soul. In 1936, I ac- 
cepted a position in the Orphanage. 
in Cleveland, Tenn., and took my two 
youngest children with me. We re- 
mained there three years. I then ac- 
cepted a church at Shooting Creek, 
N. C., and stayed there a year. I went 
back to the Orphanage for ten months 
and was then assigned to a mission at 
Greenway, near Knoxville, Tenn. I 
must not forget to mention Gene, mv 
daughter, who played the piano for 
all my services and was a wonderful 
inspiration to the young people. Fol- 
lowing this, we accepted a call to go 
back to the Orphanage, Gene as music 
teacher and I as matron. 

“The Church of God has certainly 
made great progress spiritually and 
financially, and I am glad to have 
been in it these many years. I feel like 
the Church pulled up stakes a long 
time ago and is still moving. The 
beautiful college it has purchased in 
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Cleveland, Tenn., is one proof of this. 
Let’s give all praise to our great God 
for His church and His people.”

55:7, “Let the: wicked forsake 
his way, and the unrighteous man his 
thoughts: and let him return unto the 
Lord, and he will have mercy upon 
him; and to our God, for he will 
abundantly pardon.” 

For some time I have felt that it 
would be good to give some thought 
on how to become a Christian. I be- 
lieve we can answer it by the Bible, 
and we do want to be a Bible Chris- 
tian.

We may be sincere in our 
belief, but if we are wilfully ignorant 
of God’s Word, we shall absolutely 
miss the will of God. Paul speaks of a 
class of people in Rom. 1:28: “And 
even as they did not like to retain God 
in their knowledge, God gave them 
over to a reprobate mind, to do those 
things which are not convenient.” 

Jesus said to His disciples, “The 
time will come when they will kill you 
and think they are doing God’s will.” 
Today there are many fightin 
against God’s anointed, called-ou 
people, and they think they are 
pleasing the Master. And in some 
cases people are literally murdering 
human beings and saying they are 
led by the Lord. Sometime ago there 
was recorded in the Macon News the 
story of a man who brutally slew a 
person, and when called in question 
about the crime, he testified: “God 
told me to do what I have done.” We 
can plainly see that this is foreign to 
the Bible. I am persuaded to believe 
God is one of the most falsely accused 
persons that has ever lived, and He is 
not guilty of half some people says 


He is. 

Up to this point I have been talking 
about sinners with scales over their 
eyes, who are blinded to the truth 
and are a in gross sins. Now 
I wish to deal with the thought that 
even Christians can and have been 
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misled by their conscience. Was not 
this the case with the Corinthian 
Christians who said, “I am of Paul, 
and I am Apollos,” etc.? Their im- 
pressions were actually leading them 
in opposite directions to the extent 
that there were divisions and strife 
among them. You may say these were 
outright sinners, but the apostle Paul 
implies they were “babes in Christ.” 

Let us notice some petty differences 
among the Christians of today. Do 
you know why some people can drink 
coca-cola, coffee, and tea, work on 
Sunday, and shout the victory, and 
others who shout the victory can’t do 
these things? It denotes a shallow 
understanding of the Word of God on 
somebody’s part, because, as a rule, 
God has one standard for everybody. 
We know if the above mentioned 
things hurt an individual physically, 
the law of nature itself would forbid 


his partaking of them, and so would. 


God’s law. This is an exception to 
God’s one standard to every indivi- 
dual, and does explain in part why 
some can partake and other cannot 
partake. There are some people who 
say, “I can’t tell that coffee, tea, or 
cocoa-cola hurt me in the least, but 
I have a feeling it is wrong to drink 
them. ‘That is why I oppose the drink 
ing of them.” Now, they don’t know i: 
they got the impression that it was 
wrong from Grandmother’s testimony, 
some magazine, the Bible, God, the 
devil, or self. All they know is that 
they feel it is wrong, and they set 
up a standard to condemn everybody 
in the world who does. 

The writer personally knows two 
ministers who were members of the 
same organization. Both lived a clean 
life, preached a sound doctrine, and 
shouted the victory. One — 
orange crush about as much as the 
other did alcohol. One would drink 
soft drinks and the other would con- 
demn them. Each felt that his life 
was pleasing to God. Now, at least one 
of them was shallow in the Word of 
truth and was. feasting off the milk 
of the Word instead of the meat of 
the Word. 

Milk of the Word denotes simple, 
easygoing passages of scripture which 
do not go against the grain, but offer 
us overwhelming, spontaneous joy. 
Whereas, meat is those sayings that 
are hard to digest, such as, “Love 
your enemies; bless them that curse 
you; do good to them that hate you, 
and pray for them which despite- 
fully use you,” and other deep — 
of God which strengthen our souls 
and broaden our knowledge. Not only 
is this designed to make us shout, but 
is “profitable for doctrine, for re- 
proof, for correction, for instruction 
in righteousness.” We certainly need 
more meat that we may clearly know 
God’s standard that is set forth in 
His Word. Heb. 5:13, 14, “For every 
one that useth milk is unskillful in 
the word of righteousness: for he is 
a babe. But strong meat belongeth to 
them that are of full age, even those 
who by reason of use have their senses 
"rr to discern both good and 
evil.” 

In connection with this scripture 
let us glance again at the definition 
of “conscience.” It is the moral sense 


which urges one to right conduct or 
conduct in accordance with one’s sense 
of right. If there ever was a time 
when we needed to be skillful in the 
Word of righteousness and have our 
senses stirred, or, rather our con- 
science trained that we may discern 
between good and evil, it is now, be- 
cause there are many false doctrines 
abroad in the world. There are many 
ideas and opinions formed about 
God’s Word which give some of our 
people trouble. We need to know 
what God condemns and what He does 
not condemn. Personally, I don’t think 
we can find one scripture in the Bi- 
ble as a rule to condemn nonintoxi- 
cating drinks and various foods. Tp 
the contrary, Col. 2:16, 17 says, “Let 
no man therefore judge you in meat, 
or in drink, or in respect of a holy 
day, or of the new moon, or of the 
sabbath days: which are a shadow of 
things to come; but the body is of 
Christ.” The scripture prior to these 
verses makes it clear that Christ took 
those things out of the way and nailed 
them to the cross. Therefore, we are 
no longer under the law, but under 
grace. 

When the respective heads of the 
three dispensations were assembled 
on the Mount of Transfiguration, 
Peter said, “Let us build three taber- 
nacles, one for Moses, one for Elias, 
and one for Christ.” God spoke from 
heaven and said, “This is my be- 
loved Son; hear ye him.” In other 
words, the law has been fulfilled; the 
prophecy has been fulfilled; the main 
figure is Christ. Prior to this Jesus had 
declared He came not to destroy the 
law, but to fulfill it. The apostle Paul 
says, in Rom. 8:1-3, “There is there- 
fore now no condemnation to them 
which are in Christ Jesus, who walk 
not after the flesh, but after the 
Spirit. For the law of the Spirit of 
life in Christ Jesus hath made me 
free from the law of sin and death. 
For what the law could not do, in 
that it was weak through the flesh, 
God sending his own Son in the like- 
ness of sinful flesh, and for sin, con- 
demned sin in the flesh.” 

We need to major in God’s Word 
through earnest prayer and study of 
the Bible, till we clearly know what 
God labels as sin and what He does 
not label as sin. If we would all qual- 
ify on this point, we woulld see eye 
to eye, have the same mind, and 
yo the same thing, and would be 
that body which Paul speaks of in 
Eph. 4:16 as being “fitly joined to- 
gether and compacted by that which 
every joint supplieth,” and, as a 
church, come together in the unity of 
the faith and of the knowledge of the 
Son of God unto a perfect man, unto 
the measure of the stature of the 
fulness of Christ. 

In the Old Testament God strictly 
commanded the Jews not to do any 
work on the Sabbath day. There was . 
a penalty of death resting over their 
heads if they even picked up sticks 
or kindled fires at that particular 
time. Few people today, if ~~ among 
those who profess to keep the Sab- 
bath day, ever keep it that close. The 
Jews were to keep that day holy, in 
that respect, as a memorial day in

@@  Refute the Jesus Only Theory

Undeniable Fact Number Nineteen. 

att. 28:19 shows that water baptism 
is to be administered in the name of 
the Father, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost. Doesn’t this scripture 
recognize the Trinity? The “Jesus 
Only” teachers claim that the name 
of the Father is Jesus, the name of 
the Son is Jesus, and the name of 
the Holy Ghost is Jesus. We agree that 
the name of the Son is Jesus (Matt. 
1:21 and other scriptures), but no- 
where in the Bible can be found one 
verse of scripture that says the Fa- 
ther’s name or the Holy Ghost’s name 
is Jesus. On the contrary, the God of 
Israel’s name was “the Lord, the God 
of hosts.” See Amos 4:12, 13. There is 
no indication that His name has been 
changed. We can be positive that it 
has not been changed to Jesus, for 
that is the name of His Son. The Holy 
Ghost is a person and has His own 
name. These THREE, the Father, the 
Son, and the Holy Ghost, make up the 
divine Trinity. Jesus made it plain 
that He intended for all three to be 
recognized. 

The “Jesus Only” teachers, by twist- 
ing the scriptures, try to make it ap- 
pear that the name of the Father and 
the Holy Ghost is Jesus, to get un- 
suspecting and gullible people to ac- 
cept the unsound and unscriptural 
“Jesus Name Only” baptism. Beware, 
for the admonition in 1 John 2:22 is, 
“He is antichrist that denieth the 
Father AND the Son.” 

Undeniable Fact Number Twenty. 
Mark 13:32: “But of that day and that 
hour knoweth no-man, no, not the 
angels which are in heaven, neither 
the Son, but the Father.” Jesus is 
telling us that no man, angels nor 
Himself knows when He will come 
again, but the Father only. Now, if the 
Father and the Son are one person, 
why is it that Jesus (the Son) does not 
know when He will return, but the 
Father does? 

When you say the Father and the 
Son are the same person, you run into 
quite a problem; but when you take 
the scriptures at face value, and see 
the three distinct personalities, it is 
very easy to understand this great 
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doctrine of the Trinity. The FATHER 
KNOWS the day and hour, and the 
Son DOES NOT KNOW. Simple, isn’t 
it? 

Undeniable Fact Number Twenty- 
one. Heb. 10:12. After the resurrection 
Jesus was received up into heaven 
and “SAT DOWN ON THE RIGHT 
HAND OF GOD.” While on earth Je- 
sus talked a lot about His Father who 
was in heaven. Here (after the res- 
urrection) He is seen sitting by His 
side in heaven. Is it possible for any 
one to be so blind as to not see two 
personalities here? 

Undeniable Fact Number Twenty- 
two. In Luke 1:35 we read, “The Holy 
Ghost shall come upon thee, and the 
power of the Highest shall over- 
shadow thee: therefore also that holy 
thing which shall be born of thee 
shall be called the Son of God.” Is 
not this plain to any clearly think- 
in person? It is obvious to any liter- 
ate man or woman that there are 
three personalities in the scripture 
above. 

Undeniable Fact Number Twenty- 
three. 1 Cor. 8:6 says, “But to us there 
is but one God, the Father, of whom 
are all things, and we in him; and 
one Lord Jesus Christ, by whom are 
all things, and we by him.” Some peo- 
ple are always harping that there is 
only one God, and we can certainly 
subscribe to that, providing it is ex- 
plained in the light of the Scripture. 
The above scripture makes it plain 
by saying, “one God, the Father, AND 
one Lord Jesus Christ.” Jesus Christ 
is called God several times in the Bible, 
and called the Son of God in many of 


the scriptures; therefore, He is GOD, 
THE SON. ONE GOD THE FATHER 
AND ONE LORD JESUS CHRIST 
(GOD, THE SON). Nothing could pos- 
sibly be plainer than the above fact. 

Undeniable Fact Number Twenty- 
four. In Matt. 26:53 Jesus said, 
“Thinkest thou that I cannot pray 
the Father, and he shall presently 
give me more than twelve legions of 
angels?” If Jesus Christ is both Fa- 
ther and Son, why would He need to 
pray to someone else? Jesus is say-' 
ing, “I can get help if I want it, but 
my help will come from my Father. 
My Father would give me more than 
twelve legions of angels.” If there is 
only one, as some teach, this scrip- 
ture would have to read, “Thinkest 
thou that I cannot pray to myself, 
and I shall presently give myself more 
than twelve legions of angels?” You 
can certainly see how foolish this 
would be. 

Undeniable Fact Number Twenty- 
five. Luke 2:25, 26 relates how Simeon 
was led of the Holy Ghost into the 
Temple to see the Baby Jesus. If 
the Holy Ghost and Jesus are the 
same, this would have to read, “He 
led him to see himself.” “O Consis- 
tency, thou art a jewel!” Open minds 
can surely see this truth. 

Undeniable Fact Number Twenty- 
six. Luke 6:12. Here Jesus continued 
all night in prayer to God. Did He 
pray all night to Himself? Nowhere in 
the Scripture does it say He prayed 
to Himself. 

Undeniable Fact Number Twenty- 
seven. In Luke 11:13, all three persons 
of the Godhead are seen. Jesus 
is speaking, and saying, “How much 
more shall your heavenly Father give 
the Holy Ghost to them that ask 
him?” This is so plain that no com- 
ment is necessary. Jesus is the Speak- 
er; the Father, the Giver; and the 
Holy Ghost, the Gift.

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The Description of Heaven 


The same Bible that gives the de- 
scription of hell for the sinners, also 
gives the description of heaven for 
the righteous. We cannot disregard 
either of these places, which are spe- 
cified in God’s Word. So let us think 
together of the beauty we will miss if 
we miss heaven. 

Jesus said in John 14:2, “In my Fa- 
ther’s house are many mansions: if 
it were not so, I would have told you. 
I go to prepare a place for you. And 
if I go and prepare a place for you, 
I will come again, and receive you 
unto myself; that where I am, there 
ye may be also.” 

Many times beautiful mansions are 
seen and admired here, but they will 
be nothing to compare with those 
which Jesus has gone to prepare for 
the faithful. John the revelator saw 
a glimpse of that city, as recorded in 
God’s Word, Rev. 21:2, “And I John

In these twelve foundations are the 
names of the twelve apostles of the 
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Lamb (Rev. 21:14), and upon this 
foundation of precious stones there 
are the walls of jasper. Rev. 21:12, 18. 
“And had a WALL GREAT and HIGH 
(made of JASPER), and had twelve 
gates, and at the gates twelve angels, 
and names written thereon, which 
are the names of the twelve tribes of 
the children of Israel. And the build- 
ing of the WALL OF IT WAS OF JAS- 
PER ... And the twelve gates were 
twelve pearls ... and the STREET of 
the city was PURE GOLD, as it were 
transparent glass.” Anything trans- 
parent is absolutely clear, so that ob- 
jects can be seen. 

Then there is God’s throne, which 
no words of beauty can describe, and 
out of it flows the pure river of water 
of life.

remembrance of their deliverance 
from Egypt’s bondage. We today never 
have been in pk meg bondage and 
do not have to observe it in this man- 
ner. To further prove it is not our 
commandment, it is not listed among 
the other commandments of the New 
Testament, which were compiled by 
Christ for our observance in this grace 
dispensation. The New Testament 
makes it very clear, in Col. 2:14-17, 
that Jesus took it out of the way and 
nailed it to the cross. The question 
may be asked, “Then why do you, who 
see the scripture in this light, en- 
deavor to keep the Sabbath, or Sun- 
day, even in a general manner, b 
going to church, visiting the sick, 
etc?” We keep it simply because it 
is customary in our locality and found 
to be beneficial to us spiritually and 
physically. As ministers and Christian 
workers, we can be a greater blessing 
to our parish to preach and teach on 
the day that people have set aside to 
come to church. 

WE SHOULD LET GOD’S WORD 
DETERMINE OUR CONDUCT. If we 
can find plainly that God’s Word 
condemns a certain practice, then we 
know it is wrong; but if we can’t find 
that the Scripture rightly divided 
condems the thing in question, then 
we can.be assured it is right.
